N ATIONAL RESOURCES Mhdster Arthur Lalng 
has told a Commons committee that the federal 
government's otter to take over British Columbia’s 
Garibaldi PBric and develop It aa a national park still 
stands. Judging from the r ecord, it win continue to 
stand without acceptance, for the Bennett govern¬ 
ment has never shown any warmth toward this idea. 
For years the tune has been mainly that Ottawa baa 
not come out with a- sufficiently specific plan for 
development; that the offer has been too nebulous. 

But if a declaration that the federal government 
is willing to spend »OjOOIlOOO on the park over five 
years is too nebulous, ts there any reason why the 
province cannot seek to strive at more axplldt terms 
under which it would turn over the tide to the nation? 

At the last session of the legislature Recreation 
Minister Kenneth Kleman said British Columbia had 
begun an "orderly and well-planned" development of 
the park, suggesting incidentally that Mr. Lalng should 
look for a national park site on tidewater with dif¬ 
ferent characteristics—which although diversionary 
was a commendable proposal, and one that hopefully 
the national resources minister will also have under 
consideration. * 

But according to Mr. Laing's indications, the de¬ 
velopment of Garibaldi would go ahead faster under 
national auspices than as part of the provincial pro¬ 
gram, hastening the day when it would bring many 
more millions of dollars annually into the province. 
Not perhaps the $70,000,000 estimated by Liberal 
leader Ray Perrault: but the $8,000,000 to $10,000,000 
calculated by Mr. Lalng seems a reasonable enough 
expectation. 

Not less important, designation as a national 
park would firmly protect Garibaldi from the kind of 
imkxstrial exploitation to which the provincial parks 
may be subject, depending on a changeable policy. 

Thera is this to gain by accepting Ottawa’s offer; 
If there is much to lose, the provincial government has 
failed so far to dem o n s tra t e it in any convincing

Feeding the Fishers 


’THE DEPARTMENT OF FISHERIES under prea- 
f sure from the west coast fishermen has ordered 
that in future no Russian fishing vessels may take on 
provisions or water at any B.C. ports. 

The flat is made under the Coastal Fisheries Pro¬ 
tection Act and is the sequel to the fairly regular use 
of the port of Vancouver by Red fishing vessels to 
take on fresh water and to replenish their stocks of 
food. 

The Fisheries Association of B.C. applauds the 
federal action saying It makes no sense at all for 
Canadians to provide Russian vessels with provisions 
so they can continue taking our fish. It also 
expresses the hope that with the B.C. ports dosed to 
them they will find the expense and inconvenience of 
revictualing from their own country makes the Cana¬ 
dian gro u n dfl s h grounds lem attractive to them. 

As presumably the Russians are not breaking any 
International law by fishing off the B.C. coast, the 
closure of the B.C. ports could render itself liable to 
critical oommenL It is certainly hardly likely to im¬ 
prove the relations between Canada and the country 
which only the other day contrasted to become its 
biggest buyer of wheat over the' next three years. 
It could indeed be regarded as a hostile and 
tory act by one side of a valuable trading partnerridpi

Seems to me moat of air early 
vegetables are matum* a bk earlier 
than usual this year, and this may 
cause a gap In the succession—a period 
in which there is nothing coming to the 
table from the garden. It is a good 
idea, therefore, to get out there and 
make with the seeds in order to keep 
the vegetable plot in continuous pro¬ 
duction. r > 

There are lots of quick • growing 
things which can still be sown. Ra¬ 
dishes. leaf lettuce and butterbead let¬ 
tuce come to mind immediately. Onion 
sets for the production of green salad 
onions can go in any time; the fly in 
the ointment here is that it Isn't likely 
you «pn find any more onion seta In 
the stores this late In the season. In 
this case, keep your eyes open for those 
little white Silvers kin onions among the 
pickling supplies to the supermarkets 
Planted shallowly, with their noses 
only just barely covered, they make 
crisp, mild green onions.

beets for pickling or fur a special table 
treat. I have sown beet seeds as tote 
as August, far even If there isn't time 
for the plants to make beets, they are 
worthwhile growing for the tops alone 
—tastier, to my mind, than any spinach. 

At our house, we keep popping edrrot 
seeds into the ground all summer too. 
Not that the tops are any good, but it 
doesn't take very much time Jp grow 
finger-length baby carrots, which is 
the way we like them. 

Still another subject which may be 
sown now Is the Welsh perennial onion. 
This kind never makes f bulb * all. 
but grows as a dump ff mild green 
onions, rather like chives. These can 
stay In the ground permanently, and 
will start producing first thing in the 
spring, tong before the garden can 
supply anything else for the salad bowl.

All of these tote-sown seeds appre¬ 
ciate a little shade during the height of 
summer, so it is a good idea to site 
your rows In the shade of tall-growing 
crops such as com. runner beans or 
tall peas. Those small white table tur¬ 
nips will develop almost as quickly ss 
radishes under such conditions, and 
will do surprisingly well, making sweet.

One problem with seeds sown in mid¬ 
summer Is the watering. Ail seeds need 
some moisture to germinate, and any 
dryness in the early seedling stage to 
fatal. At the same time, the eseds 
must be sown shallowly, where they dry 
out easily, yet frequent overhead 
sprinklings will cause the soil to cake 
and crack and form a crust In the sun.

1 get around this dilemma by mak¬ 
ing my seed furrows just a bit deeper 
than usual, lining them with wet peat 
moss. A thin covering of good topsoil 
goes cxi over the peat moss, and the 
seeds are sown on this and lightly cov¬ 
ered. Enough moisture seeps up from 
the peat moss below the seeds to make 
surface watering unnecessary until the 
baby plants are nicely up and growing 

A further refinement to to oover the 
seeded row with a one-inch layer of 
freshly-cut lawn mowings. This will 
insulate the toil from the sun, conserv¬ 
ing soil moisture and speeding up ger¬ 
mination. Usually the mowings will dry 
up and blow away by the time the seed¬ 
lings art ready to com# up.
